1. This communication is to inform applicant that the amendment/ request filed 8/22/02 was not a proper request to delete 
inventor Kok Gi Wu. The examiner apologizes for this late notice. This defect only recently came to the examiner's attention. 

2. Although the Applicants did not request, in the petition filed on 8/22/2002, to correct the inventorship under 37 CFR 1.48(a), 
the petition falls under rule 37 CFR 1.48(a) because the correction was not due to amendments or cancellation of claims. The request 
to correct the inventorship of this nonprovisional application under 37 CFR 1.48(a) is thus deficient because: 

~ The statement of facts by an inventor or inventors to be added or deleted does not explicitly state that the inventorship 
error occurred without deceptive intent on his or her part or cannot be construed to so state. 

- An oath or declaration by each actual inventor or inventors listing the entire inventive entity has not been submitted. 
It lacks the required fee under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

3. A review of the file finds that the request filed 8/22/02 was signed by the attorney of record; but failed to include any signed 
statement by the inventor being deleted (e.g. Kok Gi Wu). Furthermore, it failed to include a new declaration and the necessary fee, 
as set forth above. Accordingly, the request filed 8/22/02 to delete inventor Kok Gi Wu is denied. 
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
